night drags, skjfw and stops, Augus­ 
tus Thomas’ “The Witching Hour,” a 
corned y-d ram a of weird mental gym­ 
nastics, pleased a fair-sized audience 
in ti m a Chapel, Friday evening. 
The experienced cast of Owl and 
Nightingale dramatic club talent was 
first compelled to overcome a delay of 
one hour in starting before the audi­ 
ence warmed up to 
the 
unfolding 
scenes of “The Witching Hour.” Once 
under way, however, and thought of 
the protracted late start out of mind, 
the show' is as gripping, penetrating 
and exciting as any over produced by 
Owl and Nightingale players. 
As to the play itself, “The WTitch­ 
ing Hour,” seemingly an impossibility 
and contrary to law’s of nature, has 
basis in fa ct, a s Colonel Henry W at­ 
terson, one of the greatest newspaper 
publishers of his time, :-aid when he 
saw it.

What does 
the author expect us to accept,’ he 
exclaimed, “and yet it hapjiened. 
Stover Is Star 
How a dislike 
for a

eye’ 
jewel, amounting almost to a mania, 
and resulting in a murder, was trans­ 
mitted from one generation to an­ 
other; how u governor was murdered 
by an aspiring assistant district a t­ 
torney, who was led to the slaying by 
the* thoughts -of 
another 
man; how' 
spirits of dead ami absent persons ap­ 
pear close to those thinking and con­ 
centrating on them and how a jury 
was influenced to bring in u verdict 
of acquittal by thought waves trans­ 
mitted to it by men and women dis­ 
cussing serious charges against the 
prosecuting attorney are just a few 
of the unusual situations portrayed in 
“The Witching Hour.” 
To many in the audience, H. Fred 
Stover, playing the role 
of 
Justice 
Prentice, an 
aged 
member of the 
United States supreme court, who sin­ 
cerely believes in mental telepathy, 
mesmerism 
and 
spiritualism, 
was 
head and shoulders, not only physical­ 
ly, but histrionically as well, above 
the rest of the cast. 
Although forced out of his lines on 
several occasions by other members of 
the cast, making it appear that he 
was in difficulty, Stover show’ed his 
true metal in soliloquy, but his inter­ 
pretation of an aged man, illusioned 
and spirited by thoughts of a long- 
past love affair, was nothing short 
of remarkable. 
Thomas Plays Realistic Role 
C. S. Thomas, in the part of Clay 
Whipple, the young man who inherit­ 
ed the dislike 
for 
the “ca t’s eye” 
jewel, and wha murders a friend who 
taunted him with

MENGES TO PRESS 
FOR FARM RELIEF 


Congressman Will Work For Or­ 
chardists Who Are Getting 
Too Low Prices For Fruit. 


Congressman Franklin Menses, of 
the York-Adams district, 
wants 
to 
know' why residents of Washington, 
D. C., pay ten cents each for Stayman 
P inesap apples, w hich in the orchards 
of Adams county are selling at $1 a 
bushel. 
Provision for the relief of apple 
growers in Pennsylvania and else­ 
where will be pressed by Mr. Manges. 
a member of the House agricultural 
committee, when that group prepare* 
its general farm relief bill, one of the 
major problem- for settlement at the 
present “lame duck” session of Con­ 
gress. 
“The agriculture committee,” Mr. 
M enges said today, “has made up its 
mind that it will present a bill at 
this session for the relief of agri­ 
culture, arid a more strenuous effort 
will be made to 
bring 
ab nit 
its 
passage than ever has been made be­ 
fore.” 
The seriousness of 
the situation 
cor fronted by the ample growers of 
his district and elsewhere, th* con­ 
gressman said, was the subject of a 
conversation held recently v -h his 
constituents. 
“The farmers in 
the vicinity of 
York and the owners of the large and 
extensive orchards in Adams county 
don’t know what to do with the ap­ 
ples they have on hand.” continued 
Mr. Menges. 
“On the other hi nd, 
here in Washington, one pays 
ten 
cents apiece for large Stayman Wine­ 
sops. 
Why do our farmers only get 
$1 a bushel for this kind of apple? 
“ It certainly ought to appeal to the 
membership of the agriculture com­ 
mittee to be able to demonstrate that 
when there is an over-production of 
apples they can still be sold on th? 
farms at prices which would uistif.v 
the farmers’ e ffo r ts in growing them. 
“ I shall use the conditions existing 
in my district to urge the committee 
and the administration to enact t ens­ 
ures that will justify our fruit grow­ 
ers in maintaining the r orchards and 
continuing to produce apples. 
“ My committee meets in 
a 
few 
days and I shall make it urgent upon 
its members to include in the farm 
relief bill measures that will make 
impossible the recurrence of such a 
condition in the apple industry as now’ 
exists.”
